FLORIDA'S BID FOR 


CAPITAL. 


A few years ago the people of Florida by a vote 


of four to ono adopted a constitutional amendment 
prohibiting the state from levying in the future any 
inheritance or Income tax. 


That action was taken as a. manifest bid for 


capital. 


There was not then and never has been any 


effort to conceal Its purpose. Florida, in spite of Us 
Age, -was comparatively undeveloped. If much of its 
land was to be put to productive use, vast amounts 
of capital were needed, for drainage or reclamation. 
It was not a case of going out and turning; over the 
sod. 
Hundreds of thousands of acres in the Ever- 


glades, and even much of the land outside of this 
iropical morass had to be rescued from the swamp 
To do this called for millions of dollars. Capital had 
to be given every encouragement In order to make 
the investment for agriculture under these conditions 
is costly and expensive. 
i 
Farming forms the more substantial basis of 


Florida prosperity. 


And yet exploitation of the climate of that state 


has paid heavy dividends. 
It has been a favored 


vacation spot for wealthy NTew Yorkers and other 
easterners for years. They have built winter homes 
there and spent a portion of their time there. They 
have filled the hotels to overflowing. 
They have 


spent their money liberally, which has meant good 
business for Florida. Naturally the state has hoped 
that more of them would choose Florida as a winter 
i osldence, and would invest in homes there. 


Under these circumstances it is not surprising 


that the Florida Chamber of Commerce should be 
protesting against the contemplated action of con- 
gress in reducing the schedules of the federal in- 
heritance tax. 
The inspiration for its action is not 


the same as that which Induced many of the western 
states to oppose the congressional program. 
Florida 


is against any Inheritance tax. The federal govern- 
ment's withdrawal from this field is predicated on the 
theory that the levying of an inheritance tax. Is 
exclusively a state right. 
The federal act would 


force Florida to enact an inheritance tax if she hoped 
to secure any benefits from it. 


So the Florida Chamber of Commerce pronounces 


the action of the Ways and Means committee of the 
House as ''an effort by federal legislation to coerce 
a, sovereign state into enacting legislation contrary 
to the wishes of the people of the state, in a question 
of purely local concern, unprecedented arbitrary, and 
despotic and contrary to the fundamentals of the 
American form of government." 


The -west, including Nebraska, has another reason 


for objecting to the congressional program with ref- 
erence to the inheritance tax . Heretofore the Amer- 
ican people have looked upon great fortunes built up 
in this country as national character. 
They were 


built through contributions of all of the states. The 
Rockefeller millions came through operations in every 
section of the country. 
Carnegie, Ford and a score 


of other fabulously -wealthy men did not confine their 
activities to any section. They were fortunes which 
the people scattered throughout the country helped 
to build. 
So when New York state claims an ex- 


clusive right to tax the Rockefeller fortune because 
its owner happens to make his home there, the people 
dissent. 
Nebraska helped to swell the Rockefeller 


millions. She wants her share of the taxes. The only 
way she can participate is through the federal inheri- 
tance tax law. 


Florida speaks alone -when she expresses the view- 


set forth in the resolutions adopted by the Chamber 
of Commerce of that state. 
She is still needing 


Immense quantities of capital for continued develop- 
ment of growth. If she wants to hold out inducements 
to capitalists to locate there by refraining from her 
right to enact an inheritance or an income tax that is 
her privilege. 
Her opposition to the proposed pro- 


vision In the revenue law is of interest to the western 
states also opposing it although it arises from an 
entirely different source. 


AN ECONOMIC THEORY UPSET. 


1 For a number of years the sugar beet farmer.s 


n the North Platte valley of Nebraska have been 
complaining over the basic price of $6 a ton pro- 


Ided for in their contracts with the company own- 
ng several factories in that territory. It was inade- 
quate, they claimed, to pay the cost of raising the 
crop and leave a margin of profit for themselves. 


The only concessions they were able to get, 


however, was a sliding scale provision whereby the 
company agreed to pay more for beets when the 
sugar extracted from them could be marketed on 
'avorable terms. Under this clause, the farmers real- 
zed from $6.50 to $7.50 a ton in different seasons; 
but the basic price remained the same. 


Now, all of a sudden, comes the announcement 


that in 1S26 the growers will get $8 a ton for their 
beets, with provision for still more if the price of 
sugar and the percentage of saccharine content justi- 
fies it. 


The sole and only reason for this appears to be 


that another sugar company has invaded the valley 
and is erecting two factories there for the 1926 sea- 
son. Both companies are out seeking contracts with 
the farmers, and the competition between them ha-s 
pushed up the guaranteed price of beets $2 a. ton. 
Formerly, anyone planting that crop had only ono 
place to sell it and had to take what was offered. 
Now he has his choice between two, with the buyers 
actively soliciting his product and bidding up the 
price. 


Here is a case where the modern idea that great- 


est efficiency and maximum economic benefit require 
centralized 
organization and production has 
been 


completely upset. In this instance the old saying that 
'competition is the life 
of trade" finds a striking 


illustration. The North Platte valley did not need .any 
more beet sugar factories at this time to handle its 
output. Those alr'eady established, all under the same 
ownership, were supposed to have got operating costs 
down to bedrock, where they could do better by thu 
farmers than if the business were divided up among 
,wo or three concerns. But somehow it did not work 
out that way. The fact that competition was wholly 
lacking took away the spur that is needed in 
any 


line of business to obtain the very best results. 


As soon as another company entered the field 


and began to build its 
factories, this condition 


changed. The old company immediately got up "on its 
toes" and inaugurated a campaign for more friendly 
relations with the beet growers. As a-result, the latter 
are assured substantially higher returns for next sea- 
son's crop. This will cause a largely increased acre- 
age of beets to be planted, and it now looks as though 
there will be enough produced to supply all the fac- 
tories of both companies. Thus, everybody is helped 
by the new competitive situation. 


Though the twentieth century business trend is 


Loward increased centralization of commerce and in- 
dustry, it is not likely that competition will ever be 
abolished as an active factor in the business world. 


CARRYING THE MAIL. 


Airplanes arc now 
whirring across the continent, 


carrying at almost incredible speed Christmas pack- 
ages and Christmas messages, while the fast rail 
mail on land and ocean greyhounds at sea race for- 
ward, heavily laden with cargoes cf the same descrip- 
tion- These do,not carry all of the Christmas mail, 
however, for away to the north a pack of husky and 
•willing "dogs ts struggling through 
snowdrifts and 


over Ice packs, carrying messages which are awaited 
with even greater eagerness thaw those which will 
be received ia the comfortable homes in the temper- 
ate zone.

Ttie mall for the north country closes at Edmonton, 


in the province of Alberta, Canada, on December 1, 
and much of It will not be delivered at Its destina- 
tion until next March or April, even though tho - dogs 
and their driver have the best of luck. It is carried 
by rail to Waterways, several hundred miles north, 
•where at Ft. McMurray it is put up in specially wa- 
terproofed bags. 


Then begins the long, lonesome journey to the far 


north, for the end of the route is Aklavlk, which Is 
132 tnlles Inside the Arctic circle and 
fifty 
miles 


from the Arctic ocean. The course of the mall car- 
rier Is alons rivers and lakes, the fur trading posts 
being about 150 miles apart. The round trip made 
by the dogs and their driver, from Waterways to Ak- 
la.vlk and back, totals 3,332 mil as and 
practically 


every foot of It Is besot by dangers. 


The going Is Incredibly difficult, the driver and his 


dogs struggling through 
blizzards, over snowdrifts 


ot mountainous proportions and groat Ice fields whose 
jagg-ed surfaces make It aJ» but Impossible to make 
progress. Often camp Is made at night In sight of 
the camping place of tho night before, yards only 
having been made where miles should have been 
covered. Yet they batUo onward and ever onward, 
and always to the north.

NEW YORK'S CHRISTMAS HEART. 


One agency in New York City has already raised 


$119,W1.07 for the relief of the poor of that city. There 
are certain features of the "Hundred Neediest Cases" 
of the New York Times which make it distinctive and 
original.

A definite budget is provided for tho family for an 
entire year. During the twelve months it is hoped 
to make the family self-supporting so that the ne- 
cessity for help will not arise again. It has succeeded 
to a, notable degree. Hundreds of people have been 
assisted overvemergencles until such a time as they 
have again become 'self-supporting. 
The plan put 


into operation by the Times is one of the finest and 
more thorough of any for the relief of distressing 
conditions in the great cities 


ANOTHER AIRPLANE RECORD. 


The progress of aviation is reflected in the record 


established by Lieutenant Reginald D. Thomas, com- 
manding officer of the Naval Reserve Air station at 
Squantum. When he brought his plane down at Dor- 
chester bay last week he had completed 700 hours, 
30 minutes official flying time since the first of the 
year. 


At an average speed of 68 to 70 miles an hour, 


Lieut. Thomas has this year rolled up a mileage of 
88,000 miles, or four times the circumference of the 
globe. The record has been ma,de without injury to 
plane or personnel and all of the flying was done as a 
part of the naval flying duty. 


That is a record for efficiency which will compare 


very favorably with the best. Although the statement 
with reference to Lieutenant Thomas' achievement 
does not make the point clear, it is understood that 
the same plane w-?= used • throughout. 
One of the 


greatest handicaps which aviation has had to fac* 
was the costliness of operation. 
When it is possible 


to get a greater mileage out of each machine, before 
it is ready for the scrap heap, commercial aviation 
will receive a great Impetus. 
Lieutenant Thomaa 


used his plane for the equivalent period of 10 hours 
a day for seventy days. Ho covered more distance 
than the average automobile owner gets out of his 
machine before he retires it.

Of course you must see that you are getting a balanced 
diet, and you must pay particular attention to avoid constipation by 
your diet and by exerciseb.

ventory of farm products and a 
federal farm board, which would 
utilize government resources for 
the farmer as the federal reserve 
board oanks, was suggested by for- 
mer Gov. Frank O. Lowden of Illi- 
nois as a means or solving the 
farm tclief question, In an interview 
here. 
"I do not yield to the view that 


this republic, through failure to 
reach a sound agrarian policy, has 
begun to decav and must go do\\n 
as other republics hare gone down,' 
said Mr. 1/owden. "We are begin- 
ning to question the orthodox views 
of the so-called law of -supply and 
demand. 
We must listen to the 


newer economist, take the findings 
of scientists and use them. 
It is 


significant that eastern industrial 
leaders are now studying the I'cirm 
problem." 


He fcaid that he did not holteve 


the farmers would ever be able to 
solve their problem for themselves. 
Farming has become commercial 
and must be handled on a broad 
commercial basis along non-polit- 
ical lines, he asserted.
